>e an absolute safeguard to the lives 
of hunters in the north woods. 
Under the new law in shooting a 
deer it will be necessary for the 
sportsman to see his target and 
mow what he_ is shootins at in or- 
der lo avoid violation of the statute. 
Heretofore the great danger in the 
woods has been carelessness_ of the 
inexperienced hunter in firing at a 
moving object in Ihe dense timber 
or tangled slashing. Expecting to 
see deer driven out by the drivers,

SHORTEN SETTLEMENT TIME 
Time required for the settlement 


of the estates of deceased persons is 
shortened by a law which has Just 
passed the Wisconsin legisaltnre and 
goes into effect September 1st. The 
law provides that the minimum time 
for creditors to file claims may be 
made four- months instead of 
six 
months as provided under the pres- 
ent statute. It also advances the 
time when notice to creditors is 
first given to the very commence- 
ment of the proceeding. Heretofore 
notice to creditors could not be giv- 
en nntil the administrator of execu- 
tor had qualified, which was ordin- 
arily about one month after the pro- 
ceeding was started. Under the new 
law the first notice of the case and 
the second notice, which is the no- 
tice to creditors may be combined.
